The 
parade was cheerfully accorded the full 
right-of-way. From the starting p oin ts 
the custom' house—thiough the ^nter of 
the city, around the public square, out 
Broad street to Vaiidei^llt university, a 
dense mass of enthusiastic cheéringpèo- 
ple greeted the old soldiers, their gen­ 
erals, and the beautiful women who 
took part. 
The citisens of Nashville 
were both welcoming and speeding their 
departing guests, and they did it with 
a wholesouled cordiality inspiring to 
witness. 


Somo IteturM of th« Ckilama.,, 
General W: H. Jackson, of Nashville, 
chief marshal, headed the parade, his 
staff consisting of distinguished men. 
Commander-in-Chief John B. Gordan 
and staff, came next, with the Savan­ 
nah Hussars as escort. General Vaughn, 
the new major general of the Tennessee 
division, came next; then came the state 
divisions, each, division preceded 
by 
sponsors, maids of honor and invited 
guests, beautifully attired in summer 
costumss. 
Besides the southern states 
there were men In line from New York 
and Illinois. Tenessee’s division brought 
up the rear of htsi impressive display 
of soldierly-looking men and beautiful 
women. The Sons of Confederate Vet­ 
erans marched, and were commanded 
by Robert J. Smyth, of Charleston, new­ 
ly elected. The Daughters of the Coni 
federacy were present In large numbers 
and rode In carriages.

shouts went up. As little bands marched 
along bearing tattered flags inseribed 
with the names of bloody battlefields a 
mighty roar ascended. 
From the time 
the South 'Carolina troops, bearing pal­ 
metto branches, began to move to the 
music of "Dixie” all down the line, until 
the Tennessee troops passed the stand 
where General Gordon for one hour and 
half saluted the passing post», the air 
was rent with cheers, with roars, with 
drum beats, bugle blasts and music by 
bands. 


And though at noon two diflierent rain 
storms drenched spectatorsand veterans, 
temporarily disorganizing the parade, 
through It all veterans, sponsors, maids 
of honor, generals and privates stood to 
their posts, and when 
the storm 
had 
passed resumed the line of march. As was 
to be expected, the Tennessee division 
was the largest, but the adjoining states 
furnished thou.sands. and from the dis­ 
tant ones the attendance was heavy.

Claimed That Chicago Alone Could 
Eat Every Mlchlsan Straw­ 
berry Grown. 


The editorial in 
Th e Ev e n in g 
Ne w s which expressed the idea that 
the strawberry buslne*s was being 
overdone is beinj? vigorously contra­ 
dicted among the political reformers 
and silver men. 


Captain Coates, of the Fayette, was 
pronounced in his statement concern­ 
ing the matter before his boat pulled 
out last night. 
“The people of Chi­ 
cago alone,” he said, “would buy every 
berry which Michigan can grow if 
they only had work bringing them 
$1 per day. 
But with strawberries 
selling for I cent a quart many of the 
people must go without the berries 
they ought to have.” 


F. M. Van Horn, who once lived 
“out west,” and who came east when 
the Sherman purchase law was re­ 
pealed, adds his testimony to 
the 
theory of underconsumption. 
He says 
that the great states of Nebraska and 
Minnesota and the entii*e west depend 
upon Michigan for strawberries, but 
this year they are buving no berries 
for lack of money. 
Mr. Van Horn ad­ 
vises the farmers not to quit the straw­ 
berry business but to make a market 
for their goods by electing him and 
Bryan and free silver. 


Mr. Debs will diagnose the case as a 
lack of co-operation and Coxey will 
allow that having continued keeping 
off the grass dulls the appetite for 
strawberries.. 


From the many theories good will 
come, and some day there will be mar­ 
ket at a good figure for all the straw­ 
berries Michigan can raise.

Tbe leading Institution of tbia olan ia 
New York city is located on the weat 
aide, and, in view of ita defiant abnae 
of all kinds of medical charity, baa 
earned for itself the nnenviable aobri* 
quet of th e'* diamond diapeniary.’*. It 
has such a high repntation for the num­ 
ber and pecuniary ability of ita patienta 
that it would appear to be rather a 
credit than a disgrace to leoeive its out* 
rageously misdirected charity. Such at 
least is the inevitable conclusion that 
may be based upon the large average of 
well to do people who claim daily the 
benefits of free medial treatment so 
lavishly and indiscriminately furnished 
to all who apply. Many of these visitors 
are from out of town districts and will 
pay several dollars for car fare, will ask 
for a written diagnosis of their disease 
and an extra prescription, and will then 
complain if they are kept waiting be­ 
yond the time for their return train. 
The examining doctor is content to ride 
to the dispensary in a horse car; the pa* 
tient comes aud returns in a cab. It is 
no longer a joke to refer to the display 
of diamonds or the number of women 
clad, in sealskins in the patients’ wait* 
ing room, nor (foes it appear to be un­ 
likely that, iu the near future, conven­ 
iences will not be required for checking 
bicycles and distributing carriage num* 
bers in tbe order of the different ar­ 
rivals. In this connection, the follow* 
ing description by an eyewitness in the 
waiting room of this dispensary may be 
interesting: 


' ‘The reception room held about 200 
at a time, 
l^obody was turned away. 
Fully 60 per cent of the applicants were 
well dressed, aud 10 per cent of them 
were finely dressed. Three womttn wore 
fur coats that had not been handed 
down from somebody else. There was 
au attractive display of fine millinery, 
and the men, more than half of them, 
bore no evidences of poverty. But all 
obtained free treatment supposed to be 
given to paupers—‘poor persons. ’ ” 


Such instances as the following carry 
with them their own moral: 


‘ ‘During the examination of a dis* 
pensary patient a roll of bills dropped 
from her pocket. The doctor picked it 
np and remarked, * Madam, this is a 
free dispensary, and as yon are able to 
pay a fee for medical advice I must de* 
oline to treat you here. ’ * Well, * replied 
the woman, ‘that money is for some­ 
thing else. Yon are paid by the city 
. and mnst pieacribe for me. * On being 
aasnred that the doctor received no aal- 
^ 
fkom any aooice, the patient became 
indignant and proteated that ahewaa 
entitled to attention equally with the 
*lady’ who bad preceded her and from 
whom ahe had rented a bonae tbe week 
before^’*—Dr. Qeorge F. Sbrady ia 
Fonun.

their bvabanda, and inaaaincb as CTery 
nan wears pantaloona or drawera so 
baggy that they oome np to bia neck 
like those of a clown they have plenty 
to do. The washing ia nanally done in 
cold water and often in running 
streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles until they shine like a shirt 
front fresh from a Chinese laundry. 


The Japanese rip their garments 
apart for every washing, and they iron 
/their clothes by spreading them on a 
iSat board and leaning this up against 
the house to dry. The sun takes the 
wrinkles out of tbe clothes, aud some 
of them have quite a luster. The Jap­ 
anese woman does her washing out of 
doors. Her washtub is not more than 
six inches high and is about as big 
around as the average dishpan. She 
gets the dirt out of the clothes by rub* 
bing them between her hands. 
She 
sometimes uses Japanese 'soap, which 
is full of grease, and works away with 
her bare feet. The Chinese girls do 
their washing in much the same way. 


The washing in Egypt is usually done 
^y the men. The Egyptian washerman 
stands naked on the banks of the Nile 
and slaps tiie wet clothes, with a noise 
like the shot of a pistol, on the smooth 
stones at the edge of the running water, 
aud such fellah women as wash pound 
the dirt out of their clothes in the same 
way. 


Frenchwomen pound the dirt out with 
paddles, ottcu slamming the clothes up* 
on stones, as the Egyptians do.—Ex* 
change.

The Energy of » Cyclone. 


The priuiury cause of the low baro­ 
metric pressure which marks the storm 
center and estublishes the cyclone is ex 
pausion of the air through excess of 
temperature. The heated air, rising in­ 
to cold upper regions, has a portion of 
its vapor coudeused into clouds, and 
now a new dyiiuuic factor is added, for 
eacii particle of vapor, in coudeusing, 
gives up its modicum of lateut heat. 
Euch puuud of vapor thus liberates, ac­ 
cording to Professor Tyudull’s estimate, 
enough heat to melt five pounds of cast 
iron, so the amount given out where 
large masses of cloud are forming must 
enormously add to the convection cur­ 
rents of the air, and henoe to the atorm 
developing power of the forming cy 
clona It ia donbted whether a atom 
conld attain, mnch leaa continne, the 
terrific force of that uoat dreaded of 
winda of temperate lonea, the toraado, 
witbont tbe aid of thoae great ataiiia of 
ooadeaaiag vapor which alwa9;aa(mb 
paay it la tbe fona of atonacloada.—»

W ashlnftoi^ June t5.—Repreaentatlve 
Edward Dean Cooke was found dead In 
his room a t the Cochran hotel yester­ 
day morning about 6 o'clo«^ presuma­ 
bly of heart dyease. Cooke retired about 
11 o’clock Wednesday night, apparently 
In iMrfect health. At I o'clwk yester­ 
day morning, Night Clerk Cochran waa 
called to his room and found him suf­ 
fering front ntfuisa, but h§ soon recov­ 
ered and declined to have a physician 
called. He returned to bed, and nothing 
tu rth er wka thought of the m atter until 
Cocluran returned to the hotel about S 
O*oloekt lii the morning and went to 
Cooke’a room to Inquire for hhn. Cooke 
was dead, and the physician who was 
immediately summoned said that he had 
apparently been dead for several hours. 
The memters of the IlUnols delegation 
were atoncie notified and thesergeant-at- 
a m a took charge of the body to prepare 
It for shipment to Chicago. 


Cooke was a native of Iowa, and 4t 
years old. He waa educated In the pub­ 
lic schools of Dubuque and later was 
graduated from the Columbian universi­ 
ty law school of Washington and admit­ 
ted to the bar. Since 1878 he had prac­ 
ticed law In Chicago. In 1882 he waa 
elected to the Illinois legislature and 
ssrved on Important committees In that 
body.
